charge of murder. 
His counsel will 
offer 
the 
defense of 
insanity. 
The 
prisoner has been examined by em i­ 
nent alienists, retained on his behalf 
and by the district 
attorney’s office. 
Tile coroner’s Inquest will be held on 
Thursday and In all 
probability the 
case will then 
l>e considered 
by the 
grand jury, when the prisoner’s wife 
will appear before that body, she hav­ 
ing 
been served 
with a 
subpoena 
while in consultation at the offices of 
her husband’s counsel. 
Every effort 
is now being made by both sides to 
expedite 
the legal preliminaries 
so 
that the arraignment and trial may 
take 
place at 
the earliest 
possible 
date. 
Not 
since 
the 
killing of 
James 
Flske, Jr., by Edward S. Stokes on the 
staircase of the Grand Central hotel 
more than thirty years ago has the 
metropolis been shocked by so start 
ling and dramatic a tragedy as that 
which w a r enacted in the presence o f 
an audience of more than 1,000 per­ 
sons In the roof theater 
of Madison 
Square Garden. Not the least dramatic 
feature of the tragedy is the fact that 
Mr. W hite met his death in the st rue 
ture which is perhaps the most con 
spicuous memorial 
of his 
architec­ 
tural genius. 
Moved With Unusual Rapidity. 


Rarely has 
the case against 
any 
prisoner moved with 
more rapidity 
than did the proceedings which ended 
in T haw ’s formal commitment to the 
Tombs. 
Save in tills unusual and a1 
most frenzied haste, the routine fol­ 
lowed and the treatment accorded to 
Thaw differed in no respect from that 
meted out to any 
prisoner charged 
with a capital offense. 
Roused early in the morning from 
his cell in the W est Thirtieth street 
station house. Thaw was shackled, in 
spite of his protestations, to a detec 
tive and taken in the patrol wagon to 
pollee headquarters. 
There 
he 
was 
photographed and his measurements 
taken on the Bertillon system. 
Again 
in the partol wagon he was taken to 
the criminal court building, where a 
great multitude gathered to catch a 
passing glimpse of him, and was ar 
raigned in the police court. 
The pro­ 
ceedings 
were of 
the briefest 
and 
after the hare formality 
of arraign­ 
ment had been undergone, Thaw was 
remanded to the custody of the cor­ 
oner and, on his order, committed to 
the Tombs to await the result of the 
inquest, which was set for Thursday. 
Throughout the proceedings Thaw 
showed little evidence of agitation ex 
eept when the detectives approached 
him in the station house to affix the 
handcuffs to his wrist. 
Then he pro­ 
tested vehemently, but 
on being as 
sured that 
this was the 
invariable 
practice, he submitted without further 
words. 
While 
leaving 
the 
station 
house and even in the courtroom he 
was compelled to run the gauntlet of 
batteries of cameras, from which he 
shielded himself as well as he could 
by 
covering 
his face 
with his 
un­ 
shackled hand. 


Examined as to His Sanity. 


Thaw was registered at the Tomb 
as "Harry Thaw, born in the United 
States, thirty-three 
years 
old, sui 
dent,” and was 
assigned to coll 22* 
Shortly 
after 
his 
arrival

visited by Dr. Austin Flint, Dr. Carlos 
F. MacDonald and Dr. Mahon, on be­ 
half, 
it was said, 
of the district at 
torney’s office, and by Dr. Maguire,

quested to make an examination of 
the 
prisoner’s mental 
condition by 
counsel for the defense. Doctors Mac 
Donald and Flint later declined to say

Calden in the confusion that followed 
the tragedy, remained a mystery in-

accompanied by 
a friend,

at the

Wall street, where 
she remained iii 
consultation with counsel for several 
hours. 
W hile there she was served 
with a subpoena requiring her attend­ 
ance before the grand jury on Thurs­ 
day. 
Mrs. Thaw was clad in a plain 
brown automobile costume and was 
pale 
and 
nervous and 
apparently 
hardly strong enough 
to walk from 
the Carriage to the door. 
Assistant 
District 
Attorney Nott, 
who has charge 
of the prosecution, 
said ^jat all the w itnesses at the in­ 
quest 
and 
before

would first be examined by him, but 
intimated that Mrs. Thaw ’s presence 
at the inquest would not be required. 
It was understood that this course 
was decided on in view of the fact 
that Mrs. Thaw could stand upon her 
right 
as a wife to refuse 
to testify 
against her husband. 
She will, how­ 
ever, be required to appear before the 
grand jury. 
The 
district 
attorney’s office 
Is 
busily engaged In looking up Thaw ’s 
antecedents, 
his mode of 
living, re 
ported dissipations 
and his

ences with a view to analyzing their 
bearing on his mental condition.

this point Mr Nott said: 
"Thaw is not insane now nor was 
he insane at the time he shot W hite.” 
Asked concerning the probable date 
of the trial Mr. Nott said: 


Must Await His Turn for Trial. 


"I know 
of no reason why 
Thaw 
should be treated differently from an 
ordinarily accused murderer. 
He will 
have to wait his turn to bo tried, in 
all probability. 
However, Mr. Jerome 
will be back in town on Monday next 
and will decide that.” 
The district attorney’s 
olhce has 
received no communication from racra- 
bors 
of Mr. 
W hite’s 
family. 
Mrs 
White has arrived from her summer 
home ut St. James in Long Island, ac­ 
companied by her 
sister, Mrs. Pres­ 
cott H. Butler, and has gone to the 
town house in Gramercy Park, where 
she now is with her son, Lawrence. 
Mrs. White is reported to be com­ 
pletely prostrated by shock and grief. 
Mr. W hite’s body has been removed 
to the house.

autopsy showed 
that three bullets 
had taken effect, 
one 
in the 
corner of 
the left 
eye, 
which penetrated the brain and proved 
instantly fatal; one In the upper lip, 
knocking out several teeth, and one 
striking the left shoulder and lodging 
in the elbow. 
Thaw’s bearing In the Tombs was 
the source of much wonder to the war­ 
den's who had him in charge.

tion. his appetite was unimpaired for
